Ed i t o r : —-Thirty-five 
miles 
west of La Panza, which settlement I 
described in my la»t, is the little town 
of Santa Margarita. 
Here we are af­ 
ter having driven four days and cov­ 
ered 127 miles. 
Wo have come off the 
mountains and are in a narrow valley 
with beautiful homes and cultivated 


fields all about us. 
The last ten miles 
of our journey has been pleasant ex­ 
cept that it has been too cool for com* 
fort. 
We are but a few miles from the 
coast and the wind blows keenly. 
But 
how cloudy it is, and the air has an 
edge that chills. 
This is fog—comes 
oiT the ocean I am told—rises every af­ 
ternoon by two or three o'clock and 
ftoyers over the earth like a wot blank­ 
et until nine or ten o’clock the ne t 
morning when it lifts, the sun peeps 
out, and for four or five hours it is as 
pleasant and bright as in Illinois. This 
is a peculiar climatic condition, and 
what is stranger still the farmers here­ 
abouts tell me that they depend on 
those fogs for moisture for their crops. 
There’s very little rain here, but these 
fogs are driven far Inland by the ocean 
breeze and the result is a dampness 
is 
cast over the earth in the form 
of a spray or mist. 
Every day during 
early summer this occurs for weeks. 
Santa Margarita is an old Spani»h 
town, and it has more of tha t nation­ 
ality today than English. 
This is a 
farming country but the principal in­ 
dustry now is stock raising. 
There is 
one big ranch here owned by the heirs 
of Patrick Murphy. 
They own thou­ 
sands of acres ami thoutands of In ad of 
stock and vaqueros handle the herds 
and drink most of the whiskey. 
At 
both they are adepts. 
It was Sa tu r­ 
day night when we arrived and we put 
up with our postmaster who is trier*; 
cha nt and hotel ki eper, over Sunday. I 
And Sunday Is the livost day of the! 
week as it is the only day when the 
vaqueros can come in 
to 
enthuse. ! 
l’hey always come in the saddle and 
tie in front of the first, saloon they 
reach. 
If 1 may judge from their acts j 
they 
have a most enjoyable 
time., 
They rotate in 
fours and 
sixes and 
tens from saloon to saloon from early 
inorn till late at niaht. 
To sum it up 


1 hey a re shiftless vagabonds who are 
of little bent til to the country. 
Few 
of them *an speak 
English. 
They 
cling tenaciously to native dress and : 
mother tongue, and look to the (lowing 
bowl for their chief enjoyment; 
Yet 
they are some good and thrifty faraers 
hereabout. 
Barley is the principal 
gram raised, grea t quantities of it be­ 
ing cut green and cured for nay. 
I 
have not seen an acre of timothy or 
clover hay, and no corn is grown hero. 
Neither is it an orange or lemon coun­ 
try. 
But vogatables grow to enormous 
size. 
This is the head of Salinas val­ 
ley which extends m a northwesternly 
direction 125 miles to the coast. 
In an 
a irline I am 15 or 18 miles from the sea 
and there is a range of montains be­ 
tween this valley and the coast, some 
of the peaks of which are 20(H) feet 
high. 
1 did not before realize tha t Cal­ 
ifornia presented »ueb uneven surface. 
This valley va»ies in width from three 
to ten miles,and i* fiat,level and sandy. 
All about us are the mountains and 
against their sombre peaks haugs the 
drifting fog in d< use sheets 
Santa Margarita probably has a pop­ 
ulation of 100 people, three-fourths of 
which are of Mexican descent. 
There 
isn't a church here, and Sunday is an 
ever recurring holiday. 
1 
never be- 
iore witnessed such utter disregard and 
desecration of the holy Sabbath day. 
Stores Lire all open, the saloons are 
rushed with 0business, and even the 
Telephone 3 4 . ' oust office is open for business the live­ 
long day. 
Southward we start early Monday 
morning for the coast. 
A 
smooth, 
uacd, well graded road leads us up a 
Mountain over 2,000 feet high and down 
again on the other side to San 
Luis 
Obispo, twelve miles away. 
This is a 
wonderful drive. 
In places the South- 
*ru Pacific railway track is five hutid- 


laced that it would be most difficult to 
thread one’s way through it. 
The 
road way twists and curves and winds 
in and out continuously, so tha t there’s 
scarcely a hundred 
feet of straight 
road. 
This is 
certainly 
romantic, 
away up here where the clouds and the 
buzzards ar** floating below me! 
In two hours we bowl into San Luis 
Obispo, a county seat town, 
as pretty 
as its name implies, with beautiful 
stores, broad streets, fine public build­ 
ings, a limited 
number of churches, 
and oh, such lovely lawns with an in­ 
finite variety of cultivated 
(lowers all 
growing in the open air. 
Rose tree- 
[not stunted shrubs or 
bushes] stand 
twenty feet high. 
And the indeecrib 
able loveliness of these beautiful (lowers 
of every conceivable hue and »hade! 
Here are geraniums far above my 
head. 
Even hedges are formed of this 
plant and all covered 
with such a 
wealth of blossoms. 
W h a t compar­ 
ison it would be to show 
beside these 
some of the sickly hot-house plants in 
my far eastern home. It is no exa gger­ 
ation to say i saw geraniums ten feet 
high and with stalks five inches in d i­ 
a m e te r. 
And this is the land of the 
hollyhock and fuchia. 
Never had 1 
seen larger or more perfect (lowers, 
with daintier shades or more lovely 


coloring. 
From San Luis Obispo we drove di­ 
rect to the ocean twelve miles south­ 
ward. 
It is a »andy, uneven stretch of 
country and is quite thickly settled. 
Here for the first time we looked out 
upon the wide expanse of the briny 
deep. 
Myriads of water fowl were fly­ 
ing just above the sea, fishing for sard­ 
ines, 1 was told. 
For hours they 
hov­ 
ered there, perhaps a quarter of a mile

One of th e O ldest and Moat In terestin it of 
tli«1 M inor A rts. 
Chinese are the oldest beadmakers in 
the world. 
They have made beads so 
long th v even their historians do not 
mention i time when the industry was 
not ancient. 
And the Chinese today do 
the work just as their forefathers did, 
and the sty les an4 exactly the same. 
After the Chinese no people are so ex­ 
pert as the Venetians. At present there 
are more than 1,000 workmen in the is­ 
land of Murano alone who are engaged 
in beadmaking. The few manufacturers 
in other parts of the world have all 
learned the secret of the craft in Venice. 
For Iieadmaking there must be a rope 
walk connected with the glass factory . 
A rope walk is a narrow, straight gal 
lory 150 feet long and so situated that 
the middle is not far from the furnaces 
in which the glass is melted. 
1 he first 
process is the making of ordinary tubes 
like those used in almost every drug 
store. Two b ra w n y workmen w ith bare, 
brown arm s seize a huge wedge of the 
“ m eial,” as the molten glass is called, 
between their blowpij>es, and after it 
has been blown hollow they gradually 
stretch it out info a long, swinging rope. 
When it has boon reduced to tlie prop­ 
er size for the beads about to be made, 
it is laid away to cool, after which a 
w ork m a n conies along and in a wonder 
fully deft manner chips it into frag 
ments of uniform size. 
Often fot small 
beads these are not much larger than a 
grain of wheat, but so carol ully is the 
work done that the little cy linders are 
rarely cracked <>r spoiled. 
The piives are now picked up by boy s 
and placed in a tub w ith sand and ashes 
and stirred up carefully . 
In this way 
the lndes in the embry o beads are stuffed 
full, thus preventing the danger of the 
sides flattening together when heat is 
applied. They are next placed in a skil­ 
let— just sucli a one as the housewife 
uses in fry ing eggs—and stirred over a 
very hot fire until the ragged edges 
where the pieces were broken from the 
tube are rounded, giving the bead a 
globular form. 
As soon as they are cool the ashes and 
sand are shaken out of them in a sieve, 
and then they are separated according 
to size by other sieves. 
rl hoy are taken 
next to a long table around which a 
whole flock of boy s and girls are sitting. 
If the glass is colored, as it often is, the 
piles of heads on the table suggest a 
rainbow, w ith every hue, from jet black, 
through red. green, y ellow and blue, up 
to white. 
Each child has a needle and thread, 
and by long practice the beads are 
placed on strings w ith almost incon­ 
ceivable swiftness. 
And the children 
keep an exact count, too, so that the 
manufacturer knows just how many 
beads he is sending out. 
The threads 
are tied into bundles and shipped to a l­ 
most every ]>ort where a vessel touches.

Several newspapers, in explaining to 
their readers how Queen Victoria came 
to succeed William IV, say it was be­ 
cause she was his niece. 
That is the 
truth, but only half the truth, for Will­ 
iam iYr bad nephews and other nieces. 
George I l l ’s first, second, third and 
fourth sons were respectively the Prince 
of Wales, afterward George IV, who 
died childless in 18 30; Frederick, duke 
of York, w ho died in 18 27, also w ith­ 
out children; William, duke of Clar­ 
ence, who died William IV, June 20, 
18 37, without lawful issue, and Ed- 
ward, duke of Kent and Strathearn 
and earl of Dublin, who died Jan. 23, 
18 20, aged 53, leaving as the sole issue 
of his marriage with Princess Victoria 
of Leiningen a baby daughter, now’ 
Queen Victoria. 
The queen succeeded 
William IV not because she was simply 
his niece, but because she was the only 
child of the brother next to him in the 
order of succession. 
Had Queen Victoria had a brother 
she would in all probability not have 
been a personage of historical celebrity, 
save in the contingency of succeeding 
him. 
Her rights were those that de­ 
volved 011 her from her father. 
At the 
time she succeeded to the throne her 
uncles— the Dukes of Cumberland, of 
Sussex and Cambridge— were living, 
younger brothers of her father and jun ­ 
ior to him in the line of succession in 
the order named. The Duke of Cumber­ 
land, who became king of Hanover on 
the death of William IV, was a man of 
such despotic temper and principles 
that all England cherished the Prin­ 
cess Victoria as standing between it 
and his succession to the throne. 
He 
had lawful issue, as had the Duke of 
Cambridge. 
The Duke of Sussex, a most estimable 
man, married twice, but these unions 
being repugnant to the provisions of the 
royal marriage act, his children were 
barred from 
the line of succession. 
From the revolution of 108 8 rose the 
Jacobite party, made up of those who 
supported the cause of James II, his 
sons and descendants. 
The picturesque 
modern 
Jacobites do 
not recognize 
Queen Victoria, despite the fact that 
her succession 
is due to her Stuart 
blood, for she is a direct descendant of 
Elizabeth, 
daughter of James I, to 
whose heirs tho title to the throne de­ 
volved by the act of settlement 
011 the 
death of Anne. — Boston Transcript.
